Gain in Worth. 


The soils of the United States, as 


measured by the yield of crops per acre,' 
are not losing their fertility. 
Taking 


the.country as a whole, nine out of ten 
counties are either. holding their own 
in this respect or are gaining in fertility. 
Those parts.of the country which, are 
losing in fertility are mainly in. the 
newly settled regions where the farm- 
ers are drawing from'the original-fertil- 
ity of the soil and are .not .replacing it 
with fertilizers or practicing-the.method 
of rotation of 'crops."' These areas are 
proporionately largest in the states of 
•Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, 
and Oklahoma, i. e., the western utates 
of the cotton belt, and in them are found 
,44 per cent-of all such, lands in the 
country.

The present '.low average yield is in 


some part due to careless farming, but 
more generally to the fact that .land is 
eheap relativetofa'rm'labor.

Public Lands. 


There arc in the Contincn«:".i United 


States' 386,873,787 acres of unappropriat- 
ed arid unreserved lands and almost an 
equal amount in Alaska. In the year 
ending'June 30/1908, there were 29,- 
636 entries .covering 4,242,710.59 acres, 
u number which has been eiceeded in 
only two years.- It is evident, there- 
fore, that there is no present need to 
increase the size, of holdings granted to 
each homesteader, as has been recently 
urged, since the desire to secure a home- 
stead of 160 acres, is-.stiirstrong enough 
to'increase rather than diminish the av- 
erage number of'entries per year.

MUST ACQUIRE MILL DAM 


Commissioners Have Arranged Purchase 


. 'of Valuable Rochester Property Nec- 


essary to Completing Plans—Farmers 


Object to Assessment of Benefits' and 
Damages—Hearing Set for Jan. 25. 


Nearly 100 prominent farmers from 


the towns of Dover and Norway will be 
in this city on January 25, 1D09, to be 
present at the -hearing of the Norway 
and Dover drainage district matter. 


•Judge Bclden. having been born and 


reared in the town "of • Rochester and 
knowing every farmer whose land is af- 
fected by this proposed canal, "will call 
in another judge to hear and determine 
the merits of the ease. 
. • 


'The commissioners appointed in the 


matter made a report months ago- and. 
great objection was made and everlast- 
ing litigation was threatened, especially 
by .some of the people of Rochester, be- 
cause of alleged damage to the-mill dam 
which was put in ovev fifty years ago. 


On the .8th of September, 1908, the 


commissioners made a supplementary re- 
port, amending • the report filed oh Feb- 
ruary loth'. Many sections of the orig- 
inal report were stricken out. 


Must Have Dam. 


In the supplementary report the com- 


missioners find that the protection-and 
reservation of- the drainage system pro- 
posed to be constructed, requires that 
the mill dam in Rochester be acquired 
by and become property of the drainage 
district, to the end that the dam may 
not be raised above :tts present height 
and that provision may. be made for 
caring for unusual floods and freshets 
and so that the waters above the dam 
may not .be raised above their 
usual 


and ordinary level. 


Made An Agreement, 


The commissioners further report that 


they have entered into an agreement in 
writing 'with Harriet Elizabeth 'Russell 
and Emma Russell, owners of the dam 
and water power, which agreement is 
subject'to the approval of the court", 
that they will any 
time 
within 'two 


years, upon demand, convey to the drain- 
age district.'by warranty,deed, the dam 
property 'and other in tlie vicinity and 
fully described. 


Must Be Strengthened.. 


. The 
.commissioners 
further - report 


that the.mill dam shall be strengthened 
,uid' modified, and that there shall be 
constructed therein sufficient-gate's, and 
other appliance* to permit-the control 
pf the water* passing, over the same dur- 
ing times of freshets and floods,-and so 
as to maintain the water in the ^pond 
nnd river above the dam at the usual 
level. 
This canal will be one of. the 


longest nnd most costly .in the' slate of 
Wisconsin. 
The cost is estimated at

The resignation of Silas Bull as sup- 


erintendent of the Racine county insane' 
asylum, and that of his wife as matron, 
to take effect on January 1st, and the 
news that they will not again put in as, 
application for the positions, has beec 
the topic of discussion in the city anii^ 
county today. The resignations were ' 
prompted on account of the attitude of 
at least two trustees, who intimated, that 
the county board was dissatisfied with 
the cost of operating the institution. 


Speculation is rife as to who will-suc- 


ceed Mr. Bull. The proposition that Wil- 
liam Shenkenberg, chairman of the board 
of trustees, would be'a candidate, is not 
taken- seriously. Mr. Shenkenberg has 
often stated that he was not a candi- 
date for the position and would not ac- 
cept were it tendered to him. The fact 
remains, however,' thai there is a feel-. 
ing between Mr. Shenkenberg and Mr. 
and Mrs. Bull and that there is some 
talk that Shenkenberg lays the criticisms 
made at the last board meeting to Mr. 
and Mrs. Bull, when in fact, they ara en- 
tirely blameless in the matter. 


It leaked out today that when the 


county board was in annual session that 
a resolution was under contemplation for 
presentation to the board, requesting 
Shenkenberg, for harmony sake, to reiign 
as trustee, but the person having this 
measure in view did not believe tjtat 
Shenkenberg would resign unless chazgei 
were made and so it WM dropped. 


Mr. Bell Possible Candidate. 


Now the question arises, who will ap- 


ply for the position of superintendent t 
The name of William Bell, county clerk, 
whose term'expires in January, has been 
prominently mentioned. It is known that 
Mr, Bell has been asked by trustees of 
the asylum if he would consider the 
place. When Mr. Bell was seen he ad 
mitted that he had been asked whether 
he wdtild accept the superintendeney, 
but by whom he would not admit,* nor 
would he state whether he would put in 
an application or accept the superiutend- 
ency.

In short, during the seven years and 


throe months there has been a net sur- 
clus of nearly one hundred millions of 
receipts over expenditure", a reduction 
of the Interest-bearlnc debt by ninety 
millions, In splie of the extraordinary ex- 
Dense of the Panama canal, and a saving 
of nearly nlno millions on the annual 
Interest charge. This Is an exceedingly 
satisfactory fihowlnpr. especially In view 
of the fact that during this period the 
nation has never hesitated to undertake 
any expenditure thai it regarded as nec- 
essary 
There havn been no nxw taxes 


arid no Increase of taxes: on thn con- 
trary somo "taxes havo been taken off: 
there has been a reduction of taxation. 


; CONTROL OF CORPORATIONS. 


National Government the Proper Agent 


for the Work. 


As rfsards the great corporatlons.cn- 


' itaized In Interstate business, and espe- 


cially the railroads, I can only repeat 
what I have already again and again said 
In my messages to the congress. I be- 
lieve that under tho Interstate clause of 
he constitution the United States has 


•coir.pl«to and paramount right to con- 
trol a" agencies of interstate commerce, 
and I believe that the national govern- 
ment aiono can exercise this right with 
™lVdom and effectiveness so as both to 
sVcurc justice from, and to do justice to. 
th» itreat corporations which are the 
most important factors In modern busi- 


' IT0. 
I believe that It Is worse than 


?oUv to attempt to prohibit all com- 
Wnatlons as Is done by tho Sherman 
«nti tru-t law. because such a law car 
anti-trust .a . 
imperfectly and un- 


polides that would be fraught with the 
gravest harm to the whole country. To 
permit every lawless capitalist, every 
'law-defying corporation, to take any ac- 
tion no matter how iniquitous,, in-the 
effort, to secure an improper, profit and 
to build up privilege, would be. ruinous 
to the republic and would mark the aban- 
donment ot the effort to secure In the in- 
dustrial world the spi«)t of democratic 
fair-dealing. On the other hand, .to at- 
tack these wrongs In that 'spirit 'of .dem- 
agogy which can see wrong only when 
committed by the man of wealth, and Is 
dumb and blind tn.the presence.of wrong 
committed against men of property or by 
men of no property,-is exactly as evil 
corruptly to defend the wrongdoing 


of men ot wealth. The war we wage 
must b- 
waged against misconduct, 
against wrongdoing wherever it Is found; 
and we must stand heartily _ • for the 
rights of every decent man, whether he 
be a man of great wealth -or a man who 
earns his livelihood as a wageworker or 
a tlllor of ,the soil.

If thl« irre 
sponclb'fi" outside Business power Is to be 
controlled in the-interest-of the general 
public It can only be controlled in one 
way; by • giving adequate' power ..of -con- 
trol to the one sovereignty capable ot ex- 
ercising such power-the national govern- 
ment.

truth Is . that -we who . believe - In this 
movement.of asserting and .exercising 
a genuine control, In the public Interest, 
over .these .great-corporations have to 
contend agajnst, two sets of enemies, 
who though nominally opposed to one 
another, are really allies in-preventing 
a proper. solu«lon. of tl.» problem.

BTATU8 OF WAQEWORKER. 


Wise Action by State* Needed to Sup- 


plement That of Nation, 


There are many matters affecting, labor 


and-the'status of the wageworker to 
which I should like to draw your atten- 
tion' but an exhaustive discussion of the 
problem In all Its aspects is not now nec- 
essary. This administration is nearlng 
Its end: and, moreover, under our form 
of government th'e solution of the prob- 
lem depends upon the action of 
the 
states as much as upon the action of the 
nation. Nevertheless, there are certain 
considerations which I wish to set be- 
fore you, because I Hope that our people 
will'more and. more keep them In mind. 
A bllod and Ignorant resistance to. every 
effort for tlie reform of abuses and for 
the readjustment of society to modern 
Industrial conditions represents. not true 
conservatism 
but 
an 
Incitement 
to 


tho wildest radicalism; for wise radical- 
Ism and wise, conservatism go hand in 
hlmd, one bent on prop-ess, the other 
bent on seeing that no change Is made 
unless In the right direction. I. believe 
tn- a steady effort, or perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say in steady efforts 
In many different' directions, to bring 
about a condition of affslrs under which 
the men. who work with hand or with 
brain, the laborers, th« superintendents, 
the men who produce the market and the 
men.who find a market for the articles 
produced, shall own a far greater share 
than at present ot the wealth they pro- 
duce, arid be enabled to Invest it in., the 
tools and' instruments by which all work 
Is carried in. As far' M possible I hope 
to see ai frank recognition of the advan- 
tages conferred by machinery, organiza- 
tion and division of-labor, accompanied 
by an effort to bring about a larger share 
In the ownership-by w»ge-worker of rail- 
way, mill and factory. In farming, this 
simply'meahs that we wish to see the 
farmer ow.n his own land;' we do no! 
wish to see .the farms so large that they 
become the property of absentee land- 
lords w.ho farm "them by tenants,, nor 
yet so small that the farmer becomes 
like the European peasant. Again, the 
depositors in our .savings banks now 
number, over one-tenth of our witire pop- 
ulation. These are all capitalists, who 
thiough "the savings banks' loan their 
money to the workers—that is, in many 
cases to themselves—to carry' on the!' 
various Industries. The more we increase 
their number, the more we Introduce the 
principles of co-operation. Into our indus- 
try. 
Every Incree.se In the number of 
small stockholders in corporations Is a 
good thing,'"for the same reasons; and 
where the employeii are the stockholders 
the" result Is particularly' good. Very 
much of this movemerit must be outside 
of anything that can be accomplished by 
legislation: but legislation can do a 
good deah 
For Portal Savings Banks. 


Postal Savings banks will make 
it 
easy for-ihe ppprest-to keep their sav- 
ings in absolute safety. The regulation 
of the national highways must be such 
that they-shall.serve all people with 
equal justice! Corporate finances must 
be-supervised so as to make it far safer 
than, at present for the man of small 
means- to Invest his money In stocks. 
There must be prohibition of child la- 
bor, .uimlnutlon of. women" labor, short- 
ening of hqurs of all mechanical labor; 
stock watering should be prohibited, 
and stock gambling so far as is possi- 
ble discouraged. There should, b e - a 
progressive Inheritance tax on large 
fortunes. 
Industrial, education should 
be encouraged. 
As .far as possible we 


should lighten the burden..of taxation 
o"n the small man. 
We should put a 
premium-upon thrift, hard work, and 
business energy; - but these qualities 
cease to be the main factors tn accu* 
mulating a fortune -long before that 
fortune reaches a point where it would 
be seriously affected 
by any Inheri- 
tance tax such as I'propose. It is emi- 
nently right that the nalron should fix. 
the terms upon which the great for- 
tunes arc inherited. They rarely do 
good and they often do harm to those 
who inherit them in their entirety. 


Protection for Wageworkers. 


The above is the merest sketch, hard- 
ly even a sketch in outline, of the re- 
f(5rms-for which we should work. But

The majority of wagDworkers must 
have their rig*ts secured for them by 
state action; but the national govern- 
ment should legislate In thoroughgoing 
and far-reachlnr fashion not only for 
all employee af the national govern- 
ment, but for all persons engaged In 
Interstate commerce. The object sought 
for could be achieved to a measurable 
degree, as far as. those killed or crip- 
pled are concerned, by proper employ- 
ers' liability laws. As far as concerns 
those who have-.been worn out, I call 
your attention to the fact that definite 
steps toward providing old-age pen- 
sions have been taken in many of our 
private industries.. These may be .in- 
definitely extended through voluntary 
association and contributory schemes, 
or through the, agency of savings 
banks, as under the 
Massachusetts 


plan. To strengthen these. practical 
measures should • be. our 
Immediate 
duty; It Is not at .present necessary to 
consider the larger and more general 
governmental schemes that most Euro* 
pean eovernmenU have, found them- 
selves eblfcred to adopt.

It Is 
Inevitable that dally familiarity with 
danger.will lead men.to take chances 
that can be construe* Into-negligence. 
36 well Is this recognized that In prac- 
tically all' countries l«i. the civilized 
world, except the United" States, only a 
great degree ol. negligence acts as a 
bar to "securing- compensation. Proba- 
bly in no other respect is our legisla- 
tion, both state and national, so far be- 
hind practically the, entire civilized 
world as In the matter ol liability and 
compensation for accidents in Industry. 
It is humiliation that at European- in- 
ternational congresses on a«c)dents the 
United States should be singled ont as 
the most belated among the-nations in 
respect to employers' liability, legisla- 
tion. This government is itself a larjfe 
employer of labor .and In Its dealings 
with its employes it should set a stan- 
dard in this country* which would place 
it on a par with the most progressive 
countries ir, Europe. The laws ot the 
United States in this respect and the 
laws of European countries have been 
summarized In a rocent bulletin of the 
bureau of labor, and no American who 
reads this summary can fall to be 
struck by the great contrast between 
our practices and theirs—a, contrast not 
In anr sense to our credit. 


Law for District- of Columbia. 


The congress should without further 
delay pass a model employers' liability 
law for the District of Columbia- The 
employers' liability act recently de- 
clared unconstitutional, on account of 
apparently including in Its. provisions 
employes engaged in intra*tate com- 
merce as well as those engaged in In- 
erstate commerce, has been held-by the 
ocal courts to be still in effect so.far 
as its provisions apply to the District 
oi Columbia. There should be no am- 
biguity on this point. I£ there is any 
doubt on the subject, the law should be 
re-enacted wlth,speci:rl reference to the 
District of Columbia . This act, how- 
ever applies only to employes of com- 
mon carriers. In all other occupations 
the liability law of the district is the 
old common law. The severity and ,ln- 
lustlce of the common law In this mat- 
•er has been In some degree or another 
modified in the majority of our states, 
and the only jurisdiction under the ex- 
clusive control of the congress should 
be ahead and not behind the states of 
the union In this respect. A'compre- 
hensive employers' liability law should 
be passed for the District of Columbta. 
I renew my recommendation made tn 


a previous message that half-holidays 
be granted during summer.to all wage- 
workers in . government employ .. 
I also renew my recommendation that 


the principle of -the eight-hour day 
should as rapidly and as far as practi- 
cable be extended to.the entire wortc 
being carried on by-the government; 
the present law should be amended to 
embrace contracts on those 
public 


works which the present wording- of 
the act seems to exclude. 


JUDGES POORLY COMPENSATED. 


President Would Double Salariea of 


Wearers of the Ermine. 
T roost earnestly urge upon the con- 
gress the duty of Increasing the totally 
inadequate salaries now given to_ our 
Judges 
On 1he whole there is no body 


of public servants who do as valuable 
work, nor whose moneyed reward Is so 
inadequate compared to their work. Be- 
ginnine with the supreme court

No 
iaslc of such magnitude has over before 
been undertaken by any nation; and 
no task of the kind has ever been bet- 
ter performed.' The men on the Isth-

Ocean Mail Lines. . 
I again recommend the extension of

Hawaii. 


I call particular attention to the Ter- 


ritory of Hawaii. 
The Importance of 


those Island* Is apparent, and the need 
of Improving their condition and de- 
veloping their resources Is urgent. In 
recent years industrial conditions upon 
the Islands have radically -hanged. The 
Importation'of coolie labor has practi- 
cally ceased, and there Is now 
devel- 
oping such a diversity In agricultural 
products a.1 to make possible a change 
It: the land conditions of the territory, 
so. that an opportunity may be given 
to the small land owner similar to that 
on the mainland. To aid these changes 
the national government must provide 
the necessary harbor improvements on 
'each island. • EO that the agricultural 
products can be carried to the markets 
o£ the world. The coastwise shipping 
laws should be amended to meet the 
special needs of the Islands, and the 
alien contract lobor law shr.uld be so 
modified in its application to Hawaii as 
to enable American and European la- 
bor to be brought thlttter. 


WB have begun to Improve Pearl Har- 


bor tor-a naval baue and to provide the 
necessary military fortifications -for the 
protection of the islands, but I can not 
too strongly emphasize the-need of ai>- 
proprlatlons for these purposes of such 
in amount as will within the' shortest 
possible tlroe'rnake those .Islands prac- 
tically impregnable. It is useless to de- 
velop the Industrial conditions of the Is- 
lands and establish there bases of sup- 
ply for our naval fttld merchant fleets 
unless wo-lnsuhe, as far as human Inge- 
nuity can, their safety from foreign selz-

Real progress toward self-KOVernment 


is being made in the Philippine Islands. 
The gathering of a .Philippine legislative 
body and Philippine assembly marks a 
process absolutely new In Asia, not only 
as regards* Asiatic possessions «of Euro- 
pean 
powers but 
as 
regards Asiat-

powers: . and. 
Indeed, 
always 
ex- 


cepting- tlie striking and wonderful ex- 
ample afforded by the grfat empire of 
Japan.«It opens an entirely new depart- 
ure when compared with anything which 
has happened among

which are their own masters. Hitherto 
this Philippine legislature has acted with 
moderation and' self-restraint, and has 
seemed in practical fashion to realize' the 
eternal truth that thero must always be 
government, find that the only way in 
which any body of individuals can .es- 
cape the necessity of being governed by 
outsiders Is to show that they are able to 
restrain themselves, to keep down wrong- 
doing and disorder. .The Filipino people, 
through their officials, ar« therefore ma- 
king real steps in the direction of self- 
government- 
I hope and believe that 


these steps mark the beginning of a 
course which will continue till the Fili- 
pinos become fit to dedda for themselves 
whether they desire to be an Independ^ 
ent nation. But it Is well for them (and 
well alto for those Americans who dur- 
ing the past .dccKto have -done so.much 
damage to the Filipinos.by agitation for 
an immediate Independence for . -which 
they were totally unfit) to remember-thtt 
self-government depends, and must de- 
pend, upon the Filipinos themselves. AU 
we» can do Is to- give then-, the. opportu- 
nity to develop the .capacity for 'self- 
government.

Cuba. 


-In Cuba our occupancy will cease In
